How many errots have been, up to this day, aflerted 
and believed as immutable truths—errors whiMtl tho ight 
fupported by all the retources of the mott ealighiened minds 
beeame clearly manite(t when other men of genius, who 
coutule only nature and reaton, founded theie diftoverics 
Upon politive tacts, and fubject them to the belt of calcula. 
tions, tae {trict exactneis of which no one can any longer 
Gibpuce, 

tc ought to be remembered, that in the unbiafled fludy 
of Nature is that which mutt bring us nearelt the rrath of 
Affronomical fats; but a number of learned men, inflead 
of comtining theofelves, to varity irs vilible features, the 
grand apparent features of the univerle, have blended all 
into one mats, that of which they could fee nothing, with 
that which is vilible, and have reared upon what is ax- 
haown the {tru€ture of theiy reafon. 

Meanwhile, it there exiits a fhorter road for arriving 
ag Aftronomical truths, why continue to fuller onetelf to 
wander fcientifieally over a length of road, a diltance 
whichis imagiaary ? Simple methods afford a better key 
to the fciences than thofe which are proudly abitrad, 

It is now a matter of ferious contideration, more ferions 
than ever, in dvitance ofall the conceifs of eftablifhed opi- 
nion, whether the earch turns round the Sua. Whive 
evidence ig wanting, a man has a right to prefer opinions 
which are mot plaufible and moit confitent. Plamitead, 
who did not fuiker himfelf tobe governed by the names of 
Copernicus and Newton, had the courage to enquire alter 
them, He doubted of the folidity of their Aitronomical 
fyitems from contant obfervations on the Polar Star, in 
January and July, from the year (6289 to 1999. Ele saw it 
return at thetle rwo periods, under the fame lfoficles angle ; 
and jt followsevidently, that relatively to the Polar Star, 
or to the North Pole, the diameter of the Farth’s removal 
from its fituation coukl be no greater than that bafe of the 
Ifefceles trianple. 

His obf'rvations then enabled hintto determine the 
meafure of the vertical diameter of the orbit of the earch’s 
courte, and alfo to give him the horizonish diameter ; and 
he itilt found to retult from this equality the natural 
confequence, thar the globe of the Earth moves itfely apon 
a circatae tine. not upam an elliptical Tine, 

In fot if Afronomers and Geomerers, Ac knowled ze as 
an incobredtibke trach, that iv is onty the circle which Was 
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in this undoubted that the courfe of the earth is a circle of 
woich the Sun canaut be the eenter. 

Che circum{tances of this mo.ion have alfu occupied the 
attention of Moock, Molineux, and Bradley. 1 he ovier- 
vations of thofe Altronomers precilely coincide with 
thofe of rlamitead, and ayrecing among themiclves 
to tind ot the reafoa and the proporrioas of all the 
motions of the heavenly bodies, they eatirely laid alide the 
thought of a‘ligning tothe Barth an orbit round the Sun, 
fn orbit of which the radius on the ttridt principles of Co- 
pernicus, being more thaw 24 millions of leagues. the emsire 
circumference would nuecefarily make the sarth’s motion 
in 24 hours to be 501,000 leagues. This ttartles plain 
common fenfe. 

When a manis perfaaced befides that centripedal 
and centrifugal forces united and equal, commB gute to a 
body, maft make it move in a regular circumterente as ex- 
act as the phyfical nature of that body confids with pertec- 
tion, how is attraction made a primary caule when it can 
be a /ccondary one ? How is it made the fole caufe as ii ma- 
ture were regulated only by one of and the fame law? but 
of this pretended defpotical law Newton himfelf foon made 
a veriacile and changeable Law the energy of which he mag- 
Rified ommfliminifhed as it fuited bin, 

The partizans of Newton fipport their caufe by the pre- 
diction of eclipfes—Such predictions are accomplifhed ua- 
der every fyitem. The Indians predicted them, and they 
fhall predict them down toour day. They are wroaga 
few hours, becaufe thev have lolt their ancient initruments, 
Our Altronomers err ig the fone maieer to che number of 
feveral years as tothe retura of rhe Comets, to which 
they afi. parabolical motion, How can a Comet, mav- 
ing in a parabola, eyer recucn to the fame point from whigh 
it fet out, when the branches of the parabola always-con- 
tinue to diverge ? [low can the lines of a parahola ever 
meet ? The circle aloae poflefles this quality. 

In 2751, the Earth was at the dittence of 20 millions of 
leagues from the Sun. fu the month of April 1792. there 
was a great derangement. We are informed that it then 
was diltant 32 millions according to the new toile. ‘This 
is a finall error, of little corf-quence, and which does not 
prevent Mathematicians from {peaking oftheir precifion ! 
The late menfuration of the arc of the meridian an ep:- 
fation about which fo much and fo vain puffing was made, 
they were deceived in by theirown confetlion ; but we are 
told that she fiightelt errer in this cale is not an immente 
error.

Tor the farisfaction of fome readers, } tranferibe the fol- 


lowing account of the mylterious Ilicroglyphicks (of 


which {pecimens are preferved inthe Pritiih Nutcam) 
fromthe learned Pococh’s defcription of the 2alt. 
!UERODO'TUS fays, that the Zpyptians ufed two forts 
of letters, or ways of writing; one called facred, the 
ether vulgar betters, Diodorus makes the fame diftindion, 
the vuls.r oues were learnt by all the people, and the fa- 
cred were only known tothe prieits, among the tpyptians 
Who leurat them of their fathers, among thole things 
which were to be kept fecret; but the ttdiopians, from 
whoa the Eyvptians learnt them, ufed oll theie letters or 
ways of writing indifferently ; fo that it was rather the 
uolawiulnefs than any impoflibility of attaining a know- 
ledge of thefe letters, that kept them from reading their 
ficred writings, as they could perhaps have learnt them 
of the Ethiopians, if we fuppote they were exadly the 
fame ; but it is probable the ngyptians alrered) them fo 
that they were not imalligible to the ethiopians. 

Diodorus fays of vhe Ethiopian letters, called by the 
Egyptians ilicroglyphicks, that at firll their forms of wri- 
ting reprefented all torts of beafls, tee parts of the buman 
body, andinttruments, efpeci Hy thofe of thehandicrafts ; 
for their writings did not confit of fy lables put together, 
but of figircs tat related to the things they were to. ex- 
prefs, for they wrove or drew the figure of ahawk, a cro- 
codile, a {erpent, the eye, band, or face of.a man, and 
the like. . 

A hawk fignified expedition, or all things that were 
to be done expeditiouily ; hbecaufe it was the (wiftelt of 
birds, The crocadile figniiied malice ; the eye exprefled 
both an oblerver of jultice, anda keeper of any perfon; 
the right hand with the fingersextended, fignified any one

and keeping of any thing. y thing was read and’ 
underituod vy figures, 

Voltaire gives a curious inftance of thefe emblems, which 
is taken from Herodotus, That hiftorian informsus, that

bird, a mouf’, a frog, and five arrows. By this prefent they 
infinuated, that if he did not fly away as fwiftly as a bird, 
or conceal himfelt like a moufe anda frog, he would perifh 
wy their arrows.’
